In viaw af the robbery which 
was carried out on board tho 
vessel and reaulied in the loss of 
$10,000 (Gald) fr.m the treasure 
toom, unusual measures were 
taken by the Water Police 
on the Nile’s arrival in Harbour 
yeaterday. 


Tt will ba remembared from a 
brief message received in the 
Colony a few daysago that the 
tobbery was very akilfaliy carried 
out whilst on the voyage from 
Nagasaki to Shanghai and om the 
arrival of the vessel at the latter 
port it was discovered that one 
box containing $10,000 waz roiss- 
ing from the treasure room. 
Precantions were then taken pre- 
venting the money from being 
smuggled ashore but it was left to 
the Hongkong Police to conduct:

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KWANGSI TROOPS. 


ROUGHLY HANDLED IN 
HONGEONG. 


THREE MEN CHARGED BY 
. POLICE. 


From Swatow during the week- 
end came the news of a big 
reverse which Kwangsi troops bad 
matin aiig't with the Rwangtung 
troope, and this item was confirm. 
ed by the arrival hera yeaterday 


|of several hundreds of refogees 


who until lately were “braves” 
in the former force. Quite un- 
expectedly they met with a 
bostile reeeption from local 
Cantonese patriots, who, from all 
sppearances, had waited this 
chance to give expression to their 
provincial of the unlacky 
Kwangsi men. 

On Saturday night the Chang 
On brought from Wochow a draft 
of 350 soldiers who were intanded 
as reinforecements for the 
Kwangsi Army. The arrange- 
ments were that on arrival hore 
they were to be transferred by 
another vessel to the scene 
of operations at Swatow, 
bot the fortones of war 
were against these warriors. At 
the wharf on the Praya thay 
were received by a bostile crowd 
of wharf coolies and others 
and there began a “scrap” 
which came to a conclusion 
only when the Police, baving 
been informed of the occerrence 
sent outa strong force and saved 
the discomforted soldiors from a 
severe gruelling. Then a com- 
municative persan started the 
news that the Ewangsi troops at 
Swatow ‘bad suffcred a biz 
defeat and been placed 
in a posifion which might 
ba described as “between 
the devil and the deep sea.” 
Tr was thus ap easy matter forthe 
Police to persuade the on wel- 
come visitors to re:urn to Canton, 
Tho work of transferring them to 
the Heungshan, which was -leay- 
ing that night. «as carried ont 
withont a hitch under the protec- 
‘ion’ of the Police, and the 
Kwangsi troops left amidst the 
bosing of the crowd. 

Similar disturbances on af 
minor scale took place on the 
arrival of the Soshu Maru and 
Yuet Wa on their arrival aloag- 
s.do the wharves. 

A number of other refugees 
arrived in the Colony by the 
Douglas boat Heibong ses:erday 
morning, snd were subjected toa 
most severe reception from a 
crowd that gathered abont the 
wherf when the steamer came in. 

Tbe new errizals had to ruo 
the gauntlet of acrowd compris- 
ing many bandreds of roughs, 
and a strong force of Petice, who 
were immediately called ont, had 
considerable trouble in rescuing 
the victims and giving them 
a safe escert to the boardiog 
bouses. In this disturbance, a 
number of the Kwangsit men 
sere Known to have been seeere- 
Iy injured, and one of them 
sufferiog from a severe wound in 
the head was rescued in thenick of 
time by Detective Sergeant Dorl- 
ing. The Sergeant was cailed apon 
to effect this rescue when he was 
proceeding along the Praya oa 
his cycle, and his arrival disper 
ed the crowd, who, however suon 
found outa fresh victim. Tity 
chseed him under the verandeb, 
and all but “dispatehed him with 
avain of blows when Sergeant 
Dorling cama up. Then the crowd 
dispersed, but the Sergeant 
succeeded in arresting one

“Thos the results of the block- 
ade and of the hostile position of 
she neighbouring States towards 
toiling Russia are quite evident. 
In theit struggle against Russia 
they make worso the material 
conditions of all the population, 
and especially of the poorest 
classea.” 

"There can be no doubt of the 
fact that if free trade existed, 
and there were not asystem of 
official government distribation 
of provisions, the poorest classes 
of population would suifer especi- 
ally hard.” 

“tn the general system of foot 
distribution children have been 
classed into,2 separate and more 
privileged category.” 

I found independently abund- 
ant evidence of the truth of these 
statements. Bad as the food 
situation is in all the cities and 
towns of Russia, you can find 
nothing “quite so terrible or 
heartrending as the pictures of 
misery. especially among ebil- 
dren, drawn by Mr.Gardiner and 
others in their descriptions of 
life among the poor in Germany 
and Vienna 

But to get a tme parallel.one 
«ould hava to imagine a Ger- 
mans which, after the Armistice 
had found itself faced by power- 
fol assailants, with armies con- 
verging on Berlin. which to meet 
this menace had subordinated all 
civil to wilitary needs, which 
bad created out of the rains 
of the old army a new and well- 
disciplined military force of three 
million men. and which, after 
crushing its three assailants, 
found itself compelled to wage 
another formidable war. If as 
things are the children of the poor 
in German cities are but shadows 
of children, what would have been 
their state under the conditions 
postulated? This comparison 
with Central Europe constantly 
forces itselfoathe mind in Russia. 


IMPROVED CONDITIONS. 

My next article will deal 
with the kind and quantity of 
food available, the method of 
distribotion. the open market and 
specalstion, the spacial provison 
jor children and the army, and 
the amazing energy and resoarce- 
fulness among the people which 
the famine bas created in 
some of the cities, espacially 
im Petrograd. will 
oaly aid here that common belief 
that things have gone steadily 
from bad to: worse is unfounded, 
and Menshevists, Social Rovolu- 
tionaries, 2nd non-party people 
agreed in conversations with me 
that the conditions Lave substan- 
tially improved in recent months.

. Quite recently we have received eable’ information that the 
spread of unemployment at Home, especially in connection with the 


shipbuilding trade. is developing to a very serious extent. 


The news 


hardly came a3 2 surprise, for indications have not beeh wanting to 
show that the great shipbuilding boom. which the Old Country ex- 
perienced in consequence of the submarine activitie- of the enemy 
during the war, was tanning its length. The world has no: enovgh 
ships vet, but the point is that owners, forthe mos* part. are content 
to let their fleets stay at present dimensions rather than spend 


~ thousands on new tonnage, costing more and more owing to the 


rising labour and material costs. The position is interesting, be- 
causa it shows that high wages. demanded by workers, have had 
the effect, at leas’ in part. of curtailing the amount of work for them 
to perform. In other words. high wages have helped to rob them ot 


8 livelihood. 


_. This viewpoint is held by many interessed in shipbuildies at 
Home, for the opinion has been traely expressed that if it were not 
for the penny-wise policy of the workers Britain would be in a very 


fortunate position. 


Unfortunately the Isbour element appear 


determine in their mad craze for higher wages and lees work to put 
the British shipbuilding and enginecring industries down and out. 
There are those who believe that unless the British worker can be 
brought to see. we will noi say reason. but where his own interests 
liz, our great industries are in real danger of being killed. Quite 


“apart from what may be the decision of the Industrial Court on the 


last wages demand, the shipbuilding industry has bed its wages bill 
forced up to a false level which threatens to topple aver the whole 


structure of shipbuilding finance and leave it on the ground. 


owners are themselves faced with such high costs of operation that 
they bave to watch the capital price of new ships with very Keen 
eyes. “Shipowners are bot only indisposed to place’ paw contracts 
on any but a definite price basis, but are actually paying forfeit on 
contracts already signed. This is a sinister portent. If shipowners 
will not contract for new tonnage under the old customs because 


ofthe uncertainty asto the oltimate price, and shipbuilders are} ~ 


unwilling to'sccept fixed price contracts forthe reason that they 
cannot rely on building coats remaining constant, then e situation 
has been reached which threatens the industry at its very heart. 
We have said before, and it is well to repest it, that Iabour has in its 
bands to-day not merely the making or marring of its own fortunes, 
but those of Britisb industry as well. It ought to be obvious that 
only from a prosperous industrial situation can high wages be 
derived; but to hear some of the Iabour leaders talk one would be 
led to believe that the springs of our national wealth flow from a 


“source which is maintained by supernatural agencies. Perhaps the 


hard lesson that thereis no source of real wealth but work may only 
be brought home to the malcontents by a period of hardship and 


unemployment.

CHINAS POSTAL SERVICE. 

The report on tha working of 
the Chitiese postal service for the 
past year, the general section ‘of 
which we published on Saturday, 
makes most interesting’ reading, 
showing, as it doas, that this 
branch of China's administrative 
activities is being consistently 


-fimproved. In all, the articles of 


mail matter posted totalled 340 
millions, which ia an increase of 
Si}$ millions as compared with 
the previous year. These figures 
are almost beyond comprehen- 
sion; their immensity. should 
make ua realisa in part the wide- 
spread ramifications of China's 
postal sarvice, which is now 
becoming more and more ap 
pPreciated by tha people ‘and 
catering to their wants with 
and = certainty 
that, in the cirenmstances, is 
really remarkable. When we 
read of the progress which has 
been made in tho development of 
this branch of the administration 
we cannot bat feel that the suc- 
ces3 is a tribute to tha foreign 
control exercised. Here, as in 
the case of. the Customs and tha 
Salt Gabelle, wa have foreigners 
at the head, directing the work- 


“fing of the department and giving 


of their experience to the mani- 
fest advantage of the whole 
Chinese people. What is more, 
we get honest administration, and 
what that means could best 
be told by the big revenues 
which flow into the nation’s 
treasury from these services. 


FOREIGN AID. 


There wes a time when 
the question of the partition 
of Chins was. more frévly 
spoken about than i: now 
is. Today most foreign nations 
agree that China .shonld be 
Siven a chance; that her 
sovereignty ard integrity should 
be safeguarded at all costs. But, 
whilst that is as it should be, 
there are many who think that 
it would be to her own interests 
were there a larger measure of 
foreign direction exercised in the 
government of the country. In 
other words, it would pay China

There has" been no further 
enquiries from India, Java and 
Burma for iron and steel goods, 
but aamall trada has been dona 
with Saigon in round bars. A local 
firm is reported to have purchased 
150 tons of steal round bara at the 
price of $89 per picul for sises 
haHf inch and upwards, and $12 
per picnl for sizea 345/16 and 
Sginch, These will apparently 
be cshipped to Java or 
Saigon. It is stated that 
there have been recanily 
heavy arrivals of iron and steel 
goods into Java, the Straits 
Satelements, and India, and itis 
not likely that these markets 
will buy for sometime from Hong- 
kong, unless certain classes of 
goods whic’ ey may happen to 
run short of at the moment i 
anything, the rising Hongkong 
doliar makes our prices dearer fo 
Saigon and the other centres that 
bave of late been drawing on this 
market for their supplies. Tin- 
plates have declined to $11.50 per 
case, at which price it is Likely 
that some business may result. 
Steel plates are steady, although 
there is no demand for them at 
present. In B. H.P. lead stocks 
are scarce, and the price is called 
at $13 per picul, Australian mills 
refusing to make any offers in 
the meantime. The London 
quotation for quicksilver is 
£20 per flask, whilo it is 
selling in Hongkorg at 
$164 per picul, which is $92.25 per 
flask, each flask containing 75lbs. 
The local price is still below that 
prevailing at Home, and should 
it come down in London to £18.10 
there will be a good trade, for the 
dealers here could sell quicksilver 
toarrive. Some af the vermillion 
manaofacturers are offering $164 
per picul for quicksilver to arrive 
within two or three months. In 
Belgian window glass the market 
is weaker owing to the beary 
arrivals last week by the 
Yokohams Maru and 8 couple of 
other Japanese vessels.

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THE VICIOUS CIRCLE, 


affecting tha miners, the engin- 
gers, and other groups of workers, 
and in wiew of the importance of 
these demands (saya a Labour 
correspondent), it may not ba oat 
of place to examine, aa closely as 
the facts available permit, the 
extent to which workers general- 
ly have benafited by the various 


‘increases of wages granted sinca 


the inflation of prices that began 
with the outbreak of war. In 
the first placa, it has to be observ. 
ed that as a role thareis no rea- 
gon to supposa that wages gen- 
erally can ever overtake prices. 
Here and there accidental cir- 
comstances have enabled workers 
to obtain for themselveaincreases 
of pay more than enongh to meet 
the rises in tivitig cost, but it in 
clear that for a long time the 
general level of prices has ad- 
vanced faster than tha level of 
wages. . 

For ins‘ance, at the present 
time the average level of wages 
ia just 140 per cent. above pre-war 
rates, but the cost of living is at 
least 150 per cent. above the pro- 
warrates. Furthermore, though 
prices roge steadily from the first 
tew days of the outbreak of war, 
it was not until many months 
later that wages began to move 
in sympathy, and the figures I 
have examined for the successive 
months since show prices always 
lesding by from 30 to 50 percent. 
votil a year ot so ago, when 
wages showed a slight tendency 
to Move more quickly than prices. 


INEQUALITY OF THE BORDEN. 


The important point, however, 
is that we are dealing with 
averages. and the fact to be faced 
by tho Labour leaders, who are 
quick to profess sympathy for the 
battom dog,is tha: itis this bot- 
tom dog who is least capable of 
keeping his wages moving up- 
wards as fast aa prices. With 
the sid of experts, I have gone 
through the tabulated figures re. 
presenting the wages increases of 
some 8,000,000 workers, and the 
results shown are as follow : 2D 
per cent. have obtained wage in- 
creases tangirg from 200 to 260 
Der cent. on pre-war earnings: 
39 per cont. have won increases 
of 159 per ceat and over; 20 per 
cent. have obtained increases 
ranzing from 159 to 100 per cent_, 
and 39 je: cent. have gained in- 
creases of Jess than 100 per cent. 

Thos, while the burden of 
higher living cost presses with a 
uniform 150 per cent. on the 
people of this country the higher 
wages conceded to meet it have 
been distributed with an in- 
equality that. ought to eppeal to 
the Labour and Socialist ad- 
vocates of equality, bot, unfort- 
unately, doas :-o2 do so if one may 
judge by the way in which they 
support this uofair distribution of 
the increases. Several factors 
have contributed towards this in- 
equality in distributing war time 
wages concessions. Chief of them 
is the mistake of the -t rate of 
war bonus, 2 mistaken principle 
applied to the railwaymen and 
the munitina worker, and, un- 
fortunately, perpetuated in suc 
cessive alvances. In the case of 
the railwarmen, tha adhereace 
to the flat rate principle has 
meaut that whils certain grades 
hase increased their wages by 
209. -ta 259 per cent. other 
grades have only benefited 
by ebout 8) per cent. and are 
therefore reatively wor-e oF 
than they were b-fore the war. 
The same s’atement i3 true of 
the men in the engineering 
groups of trades, and the unfor- 
tunate effect is that the continual 
pressure from these badly treaty 
grades is responsible for new 
demands that only make the 
evil worse, because the Trade 
Unions frame new proposals 
perpetuating the inequality by 
giving the same flat rate of 
ad?jsional increase to the grades 
already favoured too much. 


PLIGHT OF THE “NEW PUOR.”’ 


Another factor making for the 
perpetuation of this inequality of 
jocrease to meet the same burden 
is the relative strength of the 
grades workers affected. In cer- 
tain cases such as the miners 
and the cotton workers the 
greater atrangth’ cf the unions 
bas resulted in substantial gains, 
whereas in cases where thero ig 


,| little or no organisation among 


the workers the. increasea of pay 
have fallen below the rise of 
living cost as a-rule, and these 


© 83me pro- 
Portion: as wages, and I am 
assured by two authorities who 
have facilitias for eatimating the 
earnings of this class that ‘the 
rases of pay are no? more than a 
hundred por cent. above the pre~ 
war rates and ara most probably 
couch less, 

The relatively greater inoraasea 
obtained by some. groups of 
workers, such as miners, cotton 
workers, and cartain sections of 
railwaymen, might be viewed 
with satisfaction if the effect 
were limited to these grrups of 
workers, but the unfortunata thing 
is that these disproportionate 
gains in one dircetion tend to 
make still worse tha position of 
the workers at the other end by 
rexson of their effect in sanding 
op the cost of living all round, 
and so adding to tha handicap 
suffered by the groups whe 
have not succeeded and ste not 
likely to succeed in obtaining 
increases to adjust their pay to 
the cost of living. 


' THE UNORGANISED WORKER. 


One hears a great deal nowa- 
dsys about workers who are 
earning from. £5 to £10 a week, 


but too little is said. abont the K. 


thousamde who are expected to 
live on 30a to 535 a week. Few 
of thease people are organised, 
not so much becsuse they are 
enemies of trades unions, as 
because thay are unable to pay 
contributions ont of their meagre 
earnings, or -because they ate 
scattered sbout the country in 
districts where trade unionism 
does not flourish. It is impossible 
for them to secure better trest- 
ment for themselves except by 
doing the very thing the trade 
anions forbid them to do—crowd 
into the towns to competa with 
trade onionists for the batter paid 
jobs. Yet they have to sit still 
and see the cas: of living 
seat soaring up for them every 
time # trade union is successful 
in securing an addition tothe pay 
°f its members. The more far 
sezing of the trade union leaders 
are well aware of this effect of 
the concessions granted at one 
end in depressing the lot of the 
workers and black = coats 
at. the other, ant it is 
because of this realisation 
that they mre eazer to avoid 
further accentuation of the evil 
by the use of trade union power 
to obtain fresh concesatons such 
asthe miners are now pressing 
for. 


The unfortunate’thing* is that 
the workers who are pressing 
thair leaders to fresh efforts ip 
the mad race between wages and 
Prices are biussfally unaware of 
the fact that what they gain is 
won at the expense of their Jess 
fortunate fellaws, instead of at 
the expense of the much-abusad 
capitalist. When the workers 
realise this they will’ recognise 
the folly of demands soch as the 
minets are making, and realise 
that there is something to be 
said forthe alternative policy of 
seriously tackling the problem of 
price reduction and its allied pro 
blem of increased production.
